SHARON'S CANDIDACY. 


The Hon. Win. Sharon is a candi- 


date for re-election to the U. S. Senate, 
and although a resident of San Francis- 
co, hopes to have the bovereign State of 
Nevada again bestow upon him her most 
precious gift. The JOURNAL was the only 
Republican paper in the State of Neva- 
da which opposed Mr. Sharon in the 
campaign of 1S74. The effect of its in- 
fluence made it a possibility for the 
election of a legislative delegation from 
Washoo county, opposed to Mr. Sharon. 
But the $500,000 expended "where it 
would do the most good," was the di- 
rect means of electing a sufficient num- 
ber of his friends to invest Mr. Sharon 
with the high prize ho so greatly covet- 
ed. All of the JOUBXAL* predictions of 
1874 have been verified. Mr. Sharon's 
course in the Senate has reflected no 
credit upon himself, and certainly not 
even his bosom companions will doro to 
assert that Nevada has gained aught but 
disgrace.from her Representative-. The 
tactics of 1874 are to bo repeated in 
1880, and if money can accomplish the 
outrage it will be repeated. 


The programme is to carry Ormsby, 


Lyou, Esmeralda, White Pine and Eure- 
ka counties, which, with the hold-over 
Senators who are believed to be favor- 
ble to him, enough votes would be 
secured to injure his re-election. It is 
possible that Sharon may be re-elected, 
but it will take more money than both 
the Nevada Bank and the Bank of Cal- 
ifornia can put up.

TDK RCNtUA.V PATRIOTIC FLEET. 


;From the Pall Mall Gazette. ] 


Odessa has become for the last two 


months tbe place of rendezvous for the 
vessels belonging to tbe patriotic fleet, 
so-called, which are to convey prisoners 
:o the island of Saghalien. Convicts 
from prisons in every part of Enssia 
are being sent to Odessa, and 700 of 
them, most of whom are nihilists, have 
already been embarked on board the 
Nijni-Novgorod. This new mode of 
transport will be much quicker and less 
costly than the one hitherto adopted, 
for the prisoners, instead of being two 
years on the road, will now be taken to 
Saghalien in two months, the route being 
from Odessa through tbe Suez Canal to 
Vladivostoek and Saghalien. The cargo 
of each vessel comprises, in addition to 
food and clothing for the prisoners, 
iron for building purposes, gloss, plants 
and 
agricultural 
machinery.
